These Nazi condottieri must have 
been really incredible to the polite, 
protocol-ridden diplomatic set. Year 
by year their entertainments became 
more lavish and fantastic, and their 
morals and manners worse, if pos 
sible. If “fabulous” described Goer 
ing’s wedding celebration in 1935, by 
1937, his birthday party, for which the 
great Opera House was cleared of 
seats, had become ‘fa scene of Roman 
festival splendor which would have 
caused a revolution in almost any 
other country. . . The lavishness was 
on a scale bordering on insanity.” 

But the following month Hitler in 
augurated his new Chancellery, said 
to have cost nearly 100 million dol 
lars, with a dinner of “Babylonian 
plendor.” This palace contains a
